Nezif Delhi^ the 23rd October iyS2. 

S.R.O. 1785. In tixcrcise of the powers conferred on me by sub-clause (i) of clause 3 of the 
Cotton Control Order, 1950, I hereby fix the maximum and minimum prices at which Indian 
cotton of the 195:1-53 season may be sold or purchased as under ; — 

1 , These prices shall take effect as soon as contracts relating to Indian cotton of the 

1952^53 season are permitted by me under clause 6 of the said Order. 

2, Subject to the other provisions hereinafter contained, the minimum and the maximum 

prices of cotton of the descriptions specified in columns (i) and (2) of schedule A 
annexed to this Notification shall be as specified in columns (3) and (4) respectively 
on the said schedule: 

Provided that where cotton, which is the subject matter of a contract, is of a quality either 
Inferior or superior to the basic quality referred to in columns (i) and (a) of the said schedule, the 
minirnum or the maximum price shall be decreased or increased, as the case may be, by an amount 
specified in columns (5) to (7) of the said schedule: 

Provided further that no such cotton shall be considered to be of a quality superior to the basic 
quality as aforesaid unless its superior staple and class have been certified by the Bast India Cotton 
Association Ltd., Bombay, and the maxlrnum price of such cotton shall then be in accordance with 
the description, staple and class mentioned in such certificate: 

Provided also that where in relation to any cotton, the buyer or the seller does not acc^t the 
certificate of the said Association, the decision of any three members of the Committee speciifed in 
schedule ‘ B * relating to the description, staple or class of the cotton shall be final, and the maxi- 
mum price of such cotton shall be in accordance with such decision. 

3. (i). The prices specified in schedule A arc In Rupees per candy of 784 lbs. nett for delivery 
in full-pressed bales cx-scllor’s go down Bombay, and include 1/4 per cent brokerage payable by 
the seller to the buyer and the usual sample and stone allowance. 

(2) The minimum and maximum prices for delivery at any place other than Bombay shall be 
the prices specified in schedule A less a sum equivalent to the railway freight from the place of 
origin to Bombay and Rs. lo per candy plus the sum, if any, equivalent to the railway freight 
from the place of origin to the place of delivery to the buyer and Rs. 10 per candy. 

(3) The maximum prices specified in paragraph 2 and sub-paragraphs (i) and (2) of paragraph 
3 shall be increased, where the sale is directly to a manufacturer, by i 1/4 per cent thereof and 
where the sale is directly to an * A * class Licensee, by 3/4 per cent thercoi. 
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(4) The maximum and minimum prices specified in paragraph 2 and sub-paragraphs (i) and 
(2) of paragraph 3 shall be decreased by Rs. 25 per candy when tho subject-matter of the contract 
is ginned (that is, unpressed) cotton. 

(5) Where cotton which is the subject matter of 0 contract Is loose cotton obtained by opening 
a full-pressed bale and does not exceed 30 lbs. in weight, the maximum prices specified in paragraph 
2 and sub-paragraphs (i) and (2) of paragiaph 3 shall be increased by 12 1/2 per cent tlicrcot. 

(6) The minimum prices fixed under this notification shall not apply to any cotton which is 
inferior in class or staple to that for which ‘‘ off'^ allowances are specified in columns 5 and 6 of 
schedule A but it shall be open to any person or persons who arc required to fix the exact value of 
any such cotton to fix a value which is less than the price specified for the lowest staple and class 
of cotton of that description. 

(7) Nothing in this Notification shall apply to a contract of sale for purposes of export by any 
exporter with an overseas buyer or his agent or by a grower or middleman with an exporter or his 
agent. 

A certificate from the Textile Commissioner to the effect that the contract entered into is for 
the purposes of export, shall be conclusive evidence of that fact. 

(8) Nothing in this notification shall apply to Cambodia C. O. 4 (Including ** C, O, 4/B. 40” 
or “ Camboia Uganda i '*) otherwise known as “ Rajapalayam ” cotton If its staple is V long or 
over and complies with the proviso at the end of paragraph 4 below. 

4. In schedule A. — (a) “ Jarilla ** means Cotton recognised as such and grown In the Naslk, 
Bijapur, East and West Khandesh (excluding Nawapur Taluka), Sholapur, Ahmednagar and Poona

by the Department of Agriculture of the State concerned. It also includes “ Buri American ”,

( 5 ) “ Vljay ” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the “ Kaira, Baroda, Broach (ex- 
cluding Anklcshwar Taluka), Sabar Kantha, Ahmedabad (Dasktol, Dehg^ and City Talukas) 
and Panch Mahal Districts and Nandurbar Taluka of the West Khandesh District of the Bombay 
State ; and includes ” B. D, 8 ” ” B, 9 ”, “ Nandurbar Surti ”, “ Talod Surti ” and ” Dehgam

(c) ” Surat ” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the Surat District, Ankleshwar 
Taluka of Broach District and Nawapur Taluka of the West Khandesh District of the Bombay 
State ; and includes " Suyog ”, " 2087 ”, “ Rajpipla ” and ” Nawapur 1027 ”, 

(d) ” Pimjab American ^ ” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the States of the 
Punjab and Patida and East Ihinjab States Union and Includes “ Udaipur Americans ” grown in 
the Udaipur Division of Rajasthan, 

(<j) “ Punjab American LSS ” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the States of 
Punjab, Patiala and East Punjab States Union, Uttar Pradesh and in the Bikaner Division of the 
State of Rajasthan. It also includes “ Punjab American 216F ” and ” Punjab American 320F ” 
which do not conform to the proviso contained in the definition of such cotton in clause (/) of this 
paragraph. 

(/) ‘‘ Punjab American 216F ” means cotton reco^ised as such and grown In the States of 
Punjab, Uttar Pradesh, Madras and the Patiala and East Ihmjab States Union and includes Punjab 
American 320F ” provided the areas in which the cottons have been grown have been protected 
under the Cotton Transport Act, 1923 (Act III of 1923) or any corresponding Act, the seeds re- 
quired for sowing have been duly approved and supplied by the Agricultural Department of the 
State concerned and the produce has been certified by the same Department as being ” Punjab 
American 216F ” or ” Punjab American 320F ” as the case may be. 

” Coompta ” means cotton recognised as such and wown in the Dharwar, Belgaum, Blja- 
pur. North Satara, South Satara, Sholapur and Kolhapur Districts of the Bombay State, State of 
Mysore and Rdichur Protected Area in the Raichur District of the Hyderabad State ; and includcB 
” Jaywont ”, ” R. K. 19 (Coompta) ”, and “ Bagalkot ”. It also includes “ Jayadhar ”, ” Laxml ” 
which do not conform to the proviso contained in the definition of such cotton in clauses (h) and 
(1) respectively, of this paragraph.

(r) ** Bengal Dcshl ” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the States of Patiala and 
East Punjab States Union, the Punjab, Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Rajasthan and Ajmer. 

(^) “ Oomra Dcshl ” means cotton recognised as such and grown In the Madhya Pradesh and 
Hyderabad States and Sholapur, Ahmcdnagar, Nasik and East and West Khandesh Districts of 
the Bombay State.

O') “ Gaorani 6 and 12 ** means cotton recognised as such and CTown in the Nanded, Bida^ 
and Parbhani Districts, Latur Taluka of the Oosmanabad District, and Nirmal Taluka of the Adila- 
bad District of the Hyderabad State^ provided that such areas have been protected under the Hydera- 
bad Cotton Cultivation and Transport Act, the seeds for sowing have been duly approved and 
supplied by the Department of Agriculture of that State and the produce has been certified by the 
same Department as being “ Gaorani 6 and 12 

Proviso . — The varieties of cotton to which this proviso applies shall comply with the following 
conditions 

(0 the cotton has been grown in an area which is a “ Protected Area under the Cotton 
Transport Act, 1923 or any corresponding Act ; or every grower of the variety con- 
cerned has registered himself with the Department of Agriculture of the State con- 
cerned indicating the area planted ; ’ 

(ii) the seeds required for sowing such cotton in the relevant areas have been duly approved 
and supplied by the Department of Agriculture of the State concerned ; and 

(til) the gmning and pressing of the crop of such cotton have been done under the supervision 
ofthc Department of Agriculture of the State concerned and a certificate of purity 
has-been issued by thejsaid Department for the pressed bales.

(a) any contract for the sale or purchase of any cotton wherein the price stipulated in less 
than the minimum prlcejor more than the maximum price according to the noti- 
fication of the TexUle Commissioner No, S.R.O. 1785 dated 23rd October, 1952 
as applicable to the^subject-matter of the contract having regard to the place of 
delivery; 

(^») any contract of sale by a manufacturer except under and in accordance with the terms 
of a special permission granted by the Textile Commissioner or the Director 
(Cotton) ; 

(c) a contract of sale with an overseas buyer for the purposes of export.

S.R.O. 1 787. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Supplies 
Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1946), the Central Government hereby directs that the 
Following further arnendmenta shall be made in the cotton Control Order, 1950, namely: — 

In the said order — 

1. In item (a) of sub-clause 0 ) of clause 2, the words and letter * or B class' shall be 

omitted. 

2. In Item (a) of sub-clause (lA) of clause 7 for the words, letters and figures, ist 

September, 1947," and “ season 1947-48” the words, letters and figures " ist 

September, 1951 ” and “ season T 95 1-52," shall respectively be substituted. 

3. For sub-clause (i) of clause 9A the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

(i) There shall be the following two classes of licences granted under this Order, 
namely : — 

(i) “ A” class licence. 

(tV) ” C” class licence”. 

4. For clause 9B the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

” 9B (i) Every person who 

(i) has held cither an ' A’ class licence or a ‘ B’ class licence during the cotton season 
1951-52, or, 

(it) Is a mcmbcrlof the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay or being a citizen 
of India, was a Member of the Karachi Cotton Association Ltd,, diirlng any 
of the cotton seasons 1946-47 and 1947-48, or 

(m) has sold a minimum quantity of 1000 bales of cotton directly to any manufacturer 
during any of the cotton seasons 1946-47, 1947-48, 1948-49, 1949-50, 1950-51 
and 1951-52, or 

(iv) has, during any of the cotton seasons 1949-50, 1950-51 and 1951-52, exported 
Indian cotton to any place outside India shall be entitled to an * A' class 
licence.
